COLONEL EXPLAINS PURPOSE. 

New York, July 23.—In his first speech 
since he returned from Chicago Col. Roos e- 
velt today set forth his reasons for leading 
in the progressive movement. His address 
Was delivered at a meeting of the New York 
state county chairmen of the National Fre- 
gressive party. 

No man knows better than I.“ said Cel. 
Roosevelt, “ that enthusiasm and high prin- 
ciples cannot be effective without organiza- 
tion and work. A great responsibility rests 
upon you men here, who are undertaking the 
organization of a new party which is to 
stand four-squared to democracy, which is 
to be literally the party of the people. It wil! 
fight on live issues and not dead ones. It 
will embody a protest against the corrup- 
tion in both of the old party machines. 

It will be a party into which ex: Demo- 
erats and ex-Republicans, without regard 
to their political past, are to come in on an 
exact equality and to have each the same 
share in the party management 


People to Manage Party. 
When we get this started it will be a party 
not only representing the people at election 
time but will represent them in party man- 
agement. We are going to see to it that it is 
organized so that it will be impossible for any 
fiftv-three men, chosen four years before by 
politicians, to stand superior to all the voters

of a great state like California, and that IE 
o that state has not shaped its laws according 


to a given call of fifty-three private men the 
state shall not be disenfranchised. 

In this party we intend to build a gov- 
ernment without and within the party onthe 
lines of genuine popular rule and of social

committee of 100. 
Progressives Outline Plans. 

The progressive party leaders, on the other 
hand, prepared a program of action which 
calls for the nomination of a complete state 
ticket, provided the delegates to be named 
in the Illinois counties and wards next Satur- 
day, will stand for the instructions borne to 
Chicago by Senator Dixon. 

As to the Cook county ticket, it was the 
authorized statement pt the progressive 
headquarters that there is to be no formal 
progressive county ticket. The progressives 
are disposed to give indorsement to the bulk 
of the regular county ticket as it was recom- 
mended by: the committee of 100. 

Certain candidates for offices, not as yet 
specified, on the Democratic ticket are due 
for indorrement. The underlying theory is 
that the new: progressive party is to be con- 
stituted of Republicans and Democrats, and 
that it would be poor politics to make a flat 
indorsement of the entire Republican ticket. 


Oglesby Sticks to Party. 
Lieut. Gov. Oglesby, who is candidate for 


_reélection, and Andrew Russel, candidate for 


state treasurer, made public their replies to 
the progressive committee. 

“Aga Republican,“ said Mr. Oglesby, “I 
submitted my candidacy for renomination 
for a secon4 term as lieutenant governor to 
the Republicans of the state of Illinois in 
the primary election. The Republicans did 
me the honor to approve my renomination 
by a total vote of 2738, C06, or a plurality of 
more than 201,000. Consequently I can see 
no other honorable course left to me than to 
loyally and in good faith stand by my party.”’ 

Mr. Russel wired his reply to the commit- 
tee in Chicago. It said: 

In anewer to the query of your committee 
I would say I was nominated for state treas- 
urer on the Republican ticket by a large ma- 
jority. At this primary I supported Mr. 
Roosevelt for president and regret he was 
not nominated. As I am a candidate on the 
Republican ticket, I now feel it would be dts- 
honorable for me to not vote for the party 
nominees at the election.“ 


Opposes Third Ticket. 

The replies of Gov. Deneen and the Repub- 
lican state candidates to the ultimatum of 
the progressive committee of five. seem to 
have reacted favorably to the regular.party 
nominees, as was judged by telegrams and 
telephone messages received at Springfield 
during the day. 

The net result of all that was said and 
done in Springfield on Monday is that an 
effort is to.be made in the county masscon- 
ventions by influential progressives who are 
heart and sou! for Roosevelt, but as strongly 
for Deneen and the regular state ticket, to 
prevent the nomination of a hybrid ticket in 
Chicago next week. 

Senator Dixon said this is an effort of Gov. 
Deneen's friends to pack the progressive 
convention.“ This is denied by the gover- 
nor’s friends.

| Sir James Barr Says the Statute 


Is as Bad as South 
Sea Bubble. 


LIVERPOOL, England, July23.—The Brit- 
ish Medical asseciation has finally declared 
open war on David Lioyd-George, the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, and the national 
insurance scheme by which 13,000,000 peo- 
ple are brought into a system of contribu- 
tory insurence against sickness and disabil- 
ity. 

The matter has been under advisement 
of the committee of the association and to-

Sir James Barr, the new president of the 
association, in his inaugural address, char- 
acterized the act as “the most gigantic 
fraud perpetrated on the public since the 
South Sea bubble.“

HARM COMMERCE SUPREMACY 


Chancellor of the Exchequer Admits 
That the Government Will Deal with 
Them Through Legislative Channels, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 23.—The government has 
decided to deal with the problem of labor dis- 
putes by legislation. 

Chancellor of/ the Exchequer Da vid Lloyd- 
George, in the course of the debate in the 
house of commons tonight on the dockers’ 
strike, said the labor disputes were becoming 
more and more serious and were more and 
more challenging British commercial Su- 
premacy. The time had come to reconsider 
the whole problem, and the government pro- 
posed to deal with it by some form of legis- 
lation in the immediate future. 

It would be a mistake, said the chancellor, 
to try to deal with the dock strike as an iso- 
lated affair. The industrial council, which 
takes all such questions into consideration, 
was now considering the best method of tack- 
ling the whole question.
